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School Board names cafetorium 
for the late ‘Charlie’ Brown

The Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education on Monday approved a proposal 
to dedicate 


the Owen Intermediate 
School Cafetorium in 
memory of former head 
custodian Charles Terry 
Brown, who died May 
27. 

Officials at Owen 
followed school policy 
for | commemoration 
and naming of school 

“Charlie” Brown facilities by setting up a 
committee which recommended the tribute. 
A survey of Owen staff also found 100% 
were agreeable. The proposal was given to 
School Supt. Pete Kudlak who gave it to 
the board to consider. 

On the Owen committee were Principal 
Melissa Lloyd, Andrew Lindsay, Jennifer 
Runyan, and Darryl Dubisky. 

Lloyd presented the proposal at Monday’s 
school board meeting, noting “Charlie” 
Brown served the district for 39 years, 35 
of those at South Middle School, which 
became Owen Intermediate School. 

Brown was a student at South Junior 
High School and Belleville High School 
before becoming a staff member in the 
same building in which he went to junior 
high. 

“Charlie Brown was a wise friend, 
trusted colleague, and a strong leader 
among his peers,” Lloyd told the board. 
“Charlie Brown, over time, became part 
of the identity of the building where he 
worked, demonstrating the timeless values 
of commitment, mentorship, pride in work, 
and loyalty.” 

A large group of supporters of the proposal 
were present in Monday’s audience. His 
father, retired Sumpter Township Police 
Chief Clinton Brown, and his mother 
Amelia Brown were sitting in the front row 
among other family members. 
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Lloyd said in early December there will 
be an intimate gathering to hang the plaque 
that has been prepared. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Watched Stephanie Mikulski announce 
more than $25,000 in grants to teachers 
from the Van Buren Schools Education 
Foundation. She said the foundation 
received 76 applications and granted 54 
requests from teachers. One of the requests

Judge Oakley gives 
tongue lashing to two 


teens for their antics

Deven Michael Wheeler, 18, and Owen 
Neal Anderson, 18, both of Jackson, 
accepted a plea deal, pleading guilty to two 
misdemeanors: breaking and entering a 
building without permission and larceny of 
items between $100 and $1,000. 

These charges came after the two males 
broke into a shed on North Liberty Street 
in the city of Belleville on Oct. 15 and then 
broke into another building to steal bicycles 
so they could pedal back to Ypsilanti. 

They stood before Judge Oakley on Nov. 
2 to tell their stories. They said they were 
joyriding on I-94 and heading to Jackson 
when the got off the freeway at about 3 
a.m. They said cops pulled them over 
and Anderson was driving on a restricted 
license. The cops took their car and they 
were left on the side of the road, they said. 

They said they broke into a shed to get 
out of the cold and then decided to break 
into another building to get bikes. 

Anderson said a friend of theirs tried to

VBT LDFA votes to send letter to Sovereign Partners

Doug Peters, a member of the Van Buren 
Township Local Development Finance 
Authority, said he thinks the LDFA should 
write a letter to Sovereign Partners to find 
out if they intend to sell the former Visteon 
property. 

At the LDFA regular meeting on Nov. 9, 
Peters, a retired attorney, said Sovereign 
should let the LDFA know immediately if 
it has made the decision to sell or list the 
property. He said he had heard this and had 
concerns. 

Peters made a motion that a letter be 
sent to Sovereign Partners from the LDFA 
asking them to immediately inform the 
LDFA if they plan to sell, list or transfer the 
Grace Lake property. LDFA member John 
Delaney seconded the motion. 

“My only concern,” said Ron Akers, 
director of the VBT Planning and Economic 
Development, “... We can ask them. But 
when they’re working on a deal, they would 
want to keep it quiet.” 

“If we ask them as a courtesy .. 
said. 

LDFA chairman Michael Dotson said the 
LDFA could let them know we intend to 
send such a letter. 

“We have no authority over a private 
business,’ said VBT Supervisor Linda 
Combs. 

“We have authority because there is a 
failure to meet tax obligations,” Peters 


.” Peters 


said. “We should ask them of any intent 
immediately ... and if they are found to 
have had a fraudulent sale of Visteon to 
Sovereign, our ability to sue Sovereign is 
impaired if we haven’t asked to be informed. 
They should know we are not sleeping or 
just silently sitting here smiling.” 

Peters said he has requested it and there 
is no copy of the lease agreement between 
Sovereign and Visteon and no copy of the 
sale and purchase agreement. He said there 
is no reason to look the other way and, “If 
we do, it’s to our detriment.” 

“I’m willing to write a letter as a request, 
in a positive tone, seeking a partnership,” 
chairman Dotson said. 

Peters said it should go to Sovereign as 
well as LDFA member Danylo Dobriansky, 
because he’s not sure Dobriansky is a 
member of this committee (the LDFA) or 
more a member of Sovereign Partners. 

Akers said the only down side is the staff 
works at the direction of the VBT Board 
of Trustees and they need to work on a 
partnership with Sovereign and a formal 
letter might be upsetting. 

“You want to be good to both, but your 
bread and butter is with us,” Peters said. 
“Friendship is nice, but we can put out a 
letter to pull their chain. We’ve been nice 
for 24 months.” 

Dotson said he didn’t want to turn this into 
an adversarial situation. 

“Sovereign can show its good faith by 
furnishing the information sought,” Peters 


said. “On rare occasions, real estate firms 
are not duplicitous, cheating, scowling dogs 

.. We don’t know what Visteon has over 
there.” 

He was told Visteon leases space from 
Sovereign and Peters said it could be for 
just a dollar. 

Dotson said he’d be glad to write a letter 
asking Sovereign to advise the LDFA on 
their plans for the property. 

“I think that’s a little tame,” Peters said. 
“We should ask them to immediately advise 
us of any sale, listing, or transfer. Visteon 
sold to Sovereign and we found out after the 
deal is done.” 

Peters said the letter should be run by the 
township attorney first. 

“I wouldn’t expect a reply,” said LDFA 
member Leonard Armstrong. 

The LDFA then voted unanimously to 
send the letter to Sovereign Partners with a 
copy to Dobriansky. 

In other business at its Nov. 9 meeting, 
the LDFA: 

e Was informed Chris Hayes has resigned 
from the LDFA and so there is a vacancy to 
be filled; 

e Heard Akers say the proposed freeway sign 
at Grace Lake was approved by the Board of 
Zoning Appeals and when Sovereign comes 
in with the formal request, “We’ll be happy 
to issue them a sign permit”; 

e Heard Akers announce the request for 
proposals to purchase the property owned 
by the LDFA on Ecorse Road has been 


posted in the Independent, MI.com, and 
seven days in the Ann Arbor News and 
seven days in the Jackson paper. Deadline 
is the end of November. If there are no bids, 
they can hire a broker, Akers said. Peters 
said all these postings show, “We’ve done 
our due diligence”; 

e Unanimously approved, for the third 
time, the revisions to the LDFA bylaws 
that include provisions for participation 
in meetings by members not present. The 
changes now go on to the township board 
for final approval; 

e Approved the six meetings scheduled for 
2017: Jan. 10, March 15, May 9, July 11, 
Sept. 12, and Nov. 15. Extra subcommittee 
marketing meetings will be added; 

e Heard Peters note that he has heard 
the new supervisor is inclined to drop the 
LDFA. Akers said as long as there are 
financial obligations that can’t happen — and 
the LDFA collects revenue from the county 
and other entities. Combs said there have 
been a lot of rumors. “Any statement made 
about dissolution ... He’s used to working 
with the county. He needs coaching on how 
a township operates... There were some 
remarks made in haste... I’m confident he’s 
in it for the right reason”; and 

e Heard Matthew Best, deputy director of 
VBT Planning and Economic Development, 
say that in 2017 he anticipates construction 
at Grace Lake. “All signs point to some 
activity out there. I think there is good news 
coming.”

Deed restriction says 
landfill can’t expand 


To the Editor, 

I just read your comments on the editorial 
page of the Independent regarding the 
landfill expansion. 

I, along with other residents, was very 
involved when the original host agreement 
was drafted. We all lived on Hannan Road 
south of Ecorse, and did not want a landfill 
down the road from us. We had numerous 
public hearings, not like now, where I read 
about it in your paper first. Also, I still have 
a copy of the original agreement. 

You stated in your editorial, and I quote, 
“It is too bad the landfill finally wants its 
golf course back to bury more trash. But, 
that’s what the plan had been along.” 

Rosemary, removing the golf course for 
landfill expansion was never part of the 
original host agreement. The golf course 
was to act as a buffer between the current 
landfill and the east-west artery, Ecorse 
Road. 

The original drafters of the Host 
Community Agreement were very aware 
and concerned of the possibility that, 
sometime in the future, Waste Management 
would try to expand into the 180 acres 
of buffer zone, the current golf course. 
Therefore, safeguards were written into the 
agreement to prevent expansion. 

Section 21 of the host agreement 
required Waste Management to file a 
Deed Restriction on the 180 acres. The 
restrictions state that a landfill or disposal 
facility cannot be located on the 180 acres. 
This document was signed by all parties 
May 14, 1990. These restrictions follow 
the property. I don’t know how they could 
be changed. I’m not an attorney. 

Phil Hart should never have started 
negotiations with Waste Management. 
When they mentioned expanding into the 
golf course, his answer and the Township’s 
should have been no, read the agreement. 

In addition, I am tired of hearing the 
residents of Van Buren are spoiled because 
we don’thave to pay for trash pick-up. What 
we do have is every community’s trash, 
stink and non-stop truck traffic. So give the 
residents a break; we deserve something. 
We had the landfill sited in our backyards 
by the State of Michigan; no choice. We 
fought it and lost. We got the best deal we 
could get from Waste Management. At 
least honor it, especially no expansion and 
free trash pick-up. 

The new political team needs to be more 
fiscally responsible; operate within the tax 
revenue collected.

Mikulski said the foundation turned that 
over to the district which will be buying 
the calculators; 

e Had no opposition to a proposal to 
sell advertising for the athletic fields, 
gymnasium, and the pool, presented by 
Athletic Director Joseph Brodie. He 
said the district has been approached by 
several entities wishing to advertise in the 
athletic facilities. He said his department 
studied this extensively and came up with 
guidelines. It will offset the high cost to 
maintain an athletic program. He said they 
will start small at first and have the winter 
coaches go out and talk to advertisers.

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Belleville Planners set public hearing 
Dec. 8 on 2-story requirement

Steve Davenport of Davenport Brothers 
Construction wasn’t on the agenda of the 
Sept. 8 meeting of the Belleville Planning 
Commission, but his proposal to build a 
single-story building at 337 Main Street 
took up most of the meeting. 

The problem is the city requires two-story 
buildings in B-2 zoning. 

Davenport said he made an offer to buy 
the property and has a tenant which is a 
financial group and a retail tenant. 

“The timeframe is critical,’ Davenport 
said. “I’ve got tenants who would like to 
occupy the new building ... We may lose 
these tenants.” 

At the end of the meeting, after much 
discussion, planning commission chairman 
Steve Jones set up a subcommittee to look 
into the city’s two-story requirement, plus 
the requirement for retail stores. 

Volunteers from the planning commission 
for the subcommittee were Jesse Marcotte, 
Michael Hawkins, and Matthew Wagner, 
with John Juriga as an alternate. Jones said 
he would ask the city council to furnish 
two more members and the Downtown 
Development Authority to furnish three 
members. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said from the 
audience that there are ways to make this 
faster. 

“The subcommittee is a more compact 
time frame and can make changes faster 
than the usual eight months,’ Jones 
said. “We can’t do it too fast and make a 
mistake.” 

At the Nov. 10 meeting of the planning 
commission, it was announced the city 
council and DDA did not furnish volunteers 
to serve on the subcommittee, but the 
planning commission subcommittee met 
and gave a report. 

After discussion, commission chairman 
Steve Jones said, “In an effort to move 
forward, we could have a public hearing on 
a recommendation to change the two-story 
requirement.” He proposed it to be held at 
the next planning commission meeting at 
7:30 p.m., Dec. 8. 

Commissioner Marcotte made the motion 
and Commissioner Hawkins seconded and 
it passed unanimously. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said the 
commission could take action and then 
it would go to the city council for two

At the beginning of the Nov. 10 meeting 
Marcotte said, “We don’t want to review 
the master plan whenever a developer 
proposes something... but a single-story 
building may make sense.” 

He discussed the master plan for the 
City of Clawson, which has a Pizza Hut 
downtown. 

Hawkins said at the second meeting 
of the subcommittee they agreed that 
the requirement of a second story in the 
downtown area may not make sense. 

DPW Director Rick Rutherford said the 
build up and not out model is for built-out 
towns. 

Jones said maybe it should be single story 
in some parts of town, like South Street, 
and two story in the central part. 

“Voters approved two stories for a 
library,” Jones said, adding if they don’t 
factor that into the mix and allow a one 
story that may cause a problem. 

City Manager Kollmeyer said they could 
develop district within the city. 

Marcotte said there is a sign welcoming 
people to downtown on the lake, but 
nothing to remind them of the lake. He said 
the library may be a catalyst. 

“We just went through a lot to make it 
consistent,’ Commissioner Mike Renaud 
said of the zoning to B1 downtown. 

“Davenport wants to build a single story 
in the heart of downtown,” Renaud said. 
“There’s been nothing built in 15 years 
... Maybe we should go more in terms of 
variable use.” 

“We have 50% retail required per block,” 
said Jones. “Restaurants and bars need foot 
traffic to survive. At 4 or 5 p.m. when all 
the law offices and insurance companies 
close, there’s nothing to do.” 

Commissioner Henry Kurczewski said 
that they are pretty close to having to redo 
the city’s master plan and this could be 
considered part of the new master plan. 

“We're circumventing 10 years vacant 
because of its size and shape,” Juriga said. 

“Yes, very little can be done with it,” 
Rutherford said. 

Rutherford noted, “Downtown Belleville 
is one of the most walkable places in the 
area.” 

“But they’re walking around looking for 
other things to do after 5 p.m.,” Jones said, 
offering there is Frosty Boy [in season]. 

“Could we give a special land use 
permit” to Davenport, Hawkins asked and 
Rutherford replied that is one way to do it. 

Rutherford said people come to the 
downtown for business and could stop for 
a drink or dinner. 

Juriga pointed out that voters just 
approved a new library. He said 122,000 
people a year make it a destination point. 
With the new building, he foresees 250,000 
a year.

He said the prosecutor gave them a gift 
by offering a misdemeanor deal that could 
include HYTA (Holmes Youthful Training 
Act). 

“This kind of criminal conviction follows 
you all through life,” he said. 

Anderson said he was attending classes 
at Washtenaw Community College and 
Wheeler said he would like to go to college 
after he graduates from high school. He 
told Judge Oakley he had a 2.8 grade point 
average and Anderson said his was 3.2 or 
3.3 in college. 

“You probably could be 4.0 material,” 
Judge Oakley said to the young men. “You 
should be horse-whipped.” Then he quickly 
told Wheeler’s father, who stood next to his 
son, that this was not a suggestion for him. 

“It breaks my heart,” Judge Oakley said, 
referring to youngsters heading in the 
wrong direction. 

The third young man involved in this 
case will be before Judge Oakley in three 
weeks. 

Judge Oakley sentenced Wheeler and 
Anderson each to 40 hours of community 
service at a non-profit agency before the 
first of the year, court costs of $195 each, 
and to stay out of trouble for 12 months 
and the offense will be erased from their 
records. 

He also urged them go to military 
recruiters and talk to them. He said the cost 
of education is so expensive that getting it 
paid for after military service would be a 
great plan. 

“And, stop the stupid decision-making — 
all three of you,” Judge Oakley concluded. 
Anthony Joseph Young 

Anthony Joseph Young, 30, held his 
preliminary exam on Nov. 2 before 
Judge Oakley on charges of assault with 
a dangerous weapon, weapons-felony 
firearm, malicious destruction of property 
(more than $200 but less than $1,000), and 
domestic violence on Oct. 15 in a home on 
Rustic Lane East, Rawsonville Woods in 
Sumpter Township. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Hillary Zizu first called the complainant 
Megan Delph to testify. Delph said she 
woke up at 5 p.m. and saw Young going 
through her car. She said he told her he had 
akey made. 

Delph said when she confronted him 
about what he was doing in her car, she 
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said he would kill her then snapped her 
phone in half when she tried to phone for 
help. She testified he grabbed her by the 
throat with one hand twice and threw her 
to the ground, picking up a stool to hit her, 
but then not hitting her. She said he then 
held a gun to her head and repeated that he 
would kill her. 

Delph recognized the 40 caliber handgun 
as a gun he has carried in the past. She 
testified that he then put the gun to his own 
head and she learned it had no clip in it. 

“How did you feel when he pointed the 
gun at your head?” Prosecutor Zizu asked 
and Delph replied, “Dead.” 

She said she ran to her car and contacted 
police and told them where the gun was 
and the code to the gun safe. 

Young’s court-appointed attorney Shakir 
Hawkins cross-examined Delph who 
testified that she called her dad from a 
gas station and they drove together to the 
Sumpter Police station. She didn’t go to the 
hospital with her injuries, but took pictures 
of them. She said that she and Young co- 
owned the home. 

Hawkins said Delph asked Young’s father 
to have his son sign off on the mobile home 
so she could own it all alone. 

Sumpter Police Sgt. Chris McGlynn 
testified he was dispatched to the police 
department that day to take Young into 
custody after determining there had been 
a domestic assault. Sgt. McGlynn said he 
had spoken to Young earlier and then the 
victim and determined there was probable 
cause. 

He testified after the incident the young 
woman “appeared shaken, concerned for 
her safety ... very shaky.” 

Sgt. McGlynn testified the weapon 
allegedly used was a Springfield 40 
caliber, blue steel and black, semi- 
automatic weapon. He said once Young 
was in custody, Delph took him inside and 
showed him the 4’x3’ green gun safe. He 
testified she opened that safe and showed 
him the pistol safe within, gave him the 
combination, and he opened it. 

On cross examination, Sgt. McGlynn 
testified that Young had called him earlier 
that day to the mailboxes at Rawsonville 
Woods where he said his teeth got stolen. 

Defense attorney Hawkins said Young 
has a bridge and superglues his teeth in

and claimed Delph had taken his teeth and 
demanded $100 to get his teeth back. 

The attorney said Young said his teeth had 
fallen out while driving a car and they fell 
into the back seat. He reportedly said she 
cut her finger and was spreading the blood 
around to look like he hurt her. 

Prosecutor Zizu moved to bind Young over 
on all charges. 

Hawkins argued Delph was trying to gain 
leverage to get the mobile home, no injuries 
were visible, and no hospital used. Police 
had to go through two safes to acquire the 
gun. 

“T don’t think he had a weapon on him,” 
Hawkins said. 

Prosecutor Zizu said Young is not charged 
with anything needing to show injury and 
that a reasonable person has to feel threatened 
when a gun is pointed at her. Delph testified 
she was in fear for her life and she didn’t 
know there wasn’t a clip, the prosecutor 
said. There was ample time to return the gun 
to the case before police arrived. 

Judge Oakley said the testimony from 
Delph was “credulous” and ordered Young 
to be bound over to circuit court on the 
charges for a Nov. 16 arraignment on the 
information. 

James Forrest Chapman 

Attorney John Day was in court for motions 
representing James Forrest Chapman, 56, 
on a 2015 misdemeanor charge of refusing 
to give a DNA sample when arrested on a 
felony charge. Day said he had no motion 
and Judge Oakley set a bench trial for 11 
a.m., Dec. 14, on the charge. 

Chapman also is facing another charge of 
refusing to give a DNA sample after a 2016 
arrest for assaulting / resisting / obstructing 
a police officer. A court-appointed attorney 
is representing him in this case. His jury trial 
on these charges was declared a mistrial and 
Circuit Court Judge Margaret Van Houten 
reset that jury trial for Jan. 23.
